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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Vincent Roccia on 05 December 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

34. (currently amended) The method according to claim 28 27, wherein the tokenizing of the tag 
and attribute names decreases the time elapsed parsing the data stream by a device that receives 
the data stream, the time being decreased relative to the parsing of a corresponding text-based 
format of the tag-based description language. 

35. (currently amended) The method according to claim 28- 27, wherein the tokenizing of the tag 
and attribute names decreases overhead incident to formatting data for representation according 
to the tag-based description language. 

36. (currently amended) The method according to claim 28 27, wherein the tokenizing of the tag 
and attribute names decreases the size of the resulting data file formatted according to the tag- 
based description language. 
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Claims 34-36 now depend on claim 27 rather than cancelled claim 28.
